The reporter, who until then had 
been quite overwhelmed by the pre- 
cision of the women  soldier-secre- 
tarles she had seen in action at 
Mewata barracks, and at Currie, 
smiled indulgently at this little 
hangover from civilian life. This 
was familiar ground—this was a 
reminder that the women soldiers 
were still women first and soldiers 
second. 


However the uniformed young 
lady sitting at the desk suddenly 
picked up the bottle of red fluid, 
Pirate”, or “Rascal.Red”, or some 
other fantastic name, but—Cor- 
recting Fluid”. The typist was 
using it in her work of getting out 
daily routine orders. 


Whatever the reporter thought 
about the girls, their “boss”, Sergt 
Major W. J. Bagnall, who is in 
charge of the Centre Orderly room 
at Currie barracks thinks “They're 
doing a wonderful job. They caught 
onto @ new routine, a tough pro- 
gram, very quickly,and they’re not 
afraid of hard work.” 


Some of them, he said, have even 
been working every night in their 
own time, tocatch up “From re- 
veille to reveille”, as one girl put 
it smilingly. 


Mr. Bagnell was thrilled at the 
girls’ advent into the administrat- 
ive department at Currie. “There 
was such a shortage of stenogra- 
phers, and this certainly helps to 
relieve the burden.” Besides the 
six girls in the central orderly

room there is one in the quarter- 
master siores, one in the men’s 
canteen, and two in the pay office. 


Others are taking the army serv- 
ice corps course in motor trans- 
port, and others comprise the per- 
sonnel of the hospital staff. There 
are 34 of them altogether, all busy, 
all earning not only their 90 cents 
a day but the respect of all the 
men who work beside them. 


Colonel E. R. Knight, V.D., the 


officer commanding the Canadian

Nicholas Alexander, the sergeant- 
major in charge of their training 
at Mewata, told the reporter about 
it—with a sort of grim  sattisfac- 
tion, she thought. For in:tfance, 
the girls rise at 6:30 a.m., and have 
breakfast, after which they clean 
their huts—“Thoroughly!” the ser- 


geant-major says with dark meain- 
ing. 


The first parade isat 8:30, and 
after that they go on a route 
march for three quarters of an 
hour. The reporter asked how far 
they would go on a route march, 
and received the answer, “Well, 
they go 120 paces a minute, that is, 
100 yards a minute, for 45 minutes 
. . . figure it out for your self.” 

Following the route march, the 
girls have three lectures of three

quarters of an hour each, with 15 
minutes break in between. In these 
they learn about such things as 
discipline and “interior economy”, 
which iisn’t nearly as exciting as 
it sounds, meaning merely adminis. 
tration within the unit. 


They have lunch at 12:30, and the 
parade falls in at the armories at 
1:45. 


The afternoon is spent in “basic 
training”, that is, elementary drill. 
They have three three-quarter-hour 
periods of what the sergeant-major 
deocribes as “real hard work”, fol- 
lowing which, (if they have the 
strength) they march back to the 
barracks. 


From then until supper time at 
5:30 they occupy the idle hours 
with kitchen fatigue, mounting fire 
picket, and soon. And then—from 
six o’clock until ten, their time is 
their own.

Crop Pest Forecast, 1942 


The Donunion Entomological 
Branch at Letnoridge has compiet- 
ed its survey of AiberiasS major 
fieid crop pests, and has forecast the 
insect situation for 1942. In the 
past these forecasis have been 
found to be very accurate, although 
Mr. Seamans, Officer-in-Charge, 
agrees that weather conditions 
next spring and summer will natur- 
ally have a very definite bearing on 
vhe accuracy with which the situa- 
tion’ next year will coincide with 
the 1c vecas¢ just presented.

Sawflies Bad 

The sawny siiuawon, trom all in 
‘dications, will be aS bad or worse, 
in 1942 than it was this year. Dam- 
‘age to crops from this pest is ex- 
pected to be heavy unless we enjoy 
‘a very wet spring followed by heavy 
storms in early July. As we can 
scarcely expect such a combination 
in this country it appears that 
‘heavy lasses from sawfly can be 
‘expected unless farmers protect 
ithemselves adequately by the use 
‘of trap stripes. Crops seeded in 
‘stubble or spring plowing in the 
‘sawfly or grasshopper areas next 
:year may be in a precarious posi- 
ition. 


Says Grain Bug is expected to be 
tabout as bothersome as this year 
at least. In the Special Areas, 
where vast areas are covered with 
Russian Thistle, some definite “out. 
breaks” may occur with consider- 
able damage to grain crops. 


Cutworms 
The Pale Western Cutworm may 
cause some concern in much of 
‘Eastern and South-easiern Alberta, 
but is not expected to be serious 
exceptin the Oyen, Sibbald, Em- 


press area. Furthe iniormauvon 
may be given on Wie Culwoim later 
on. Ciean cultivation early next 
spring, accompanied by a ten-day 
deiay in seeding afterwards, is @ 
useful praciice for the control of 
this pest. 

Entomoligists are as yet unable 
to forcast definitely respecting the 
1942 Beet Webworm situation but 
at present there is little evidence of 
any serious outbreak. 

In view of the sawfly and Grass- 
hopper torecasi, farmers in the 
Southern and Kastern parts of the 
Province would do well to be on 
the alert and take what precau- 
wos wey can W Iorstal any 
Qamage. lnioimauon Yrespecing 
conw'oi of any crop pests can be Ob.
